J ohnstow n, Pa., June 7.— “ Are the hor­ 
rors of the flood to give way to the terrors of 
the plague ?” is the question that is now agi­ 
tating the Valley of the Conemaugh. To­ 
day opened warm and almost sultry, and the 
stench that assails one’s souses as be wanders 
through Johnstown is almost overpowering. 
Sickness in spite ot the precautions and her­ 
culean labors of the sanitary authorities is on 
the increase, and the fears of an epidemic 
grow with every hour. “ It is our impres­ 
sion,” said Dr. T. L. White, Assistant to the 
Slate Board of Health, this forenoon.

here 
within 
the 
next 
week. Five 
cases 
of malignant 
diphtheria were located this morning on Bcd- 
ford-street. and as they were in different 
houses, they mean five starting points for dis­ 
ease. This talk about the dangers of an epi­ 
demic is not exaggerated, as many suppose, 
but is founded upon experience. There will 
be plenty of typhoid fever and kindred dis­ 
eases here within a week or 10 days, in my 
opinion. The only thing that has saved us 
thus far has bceD the cold weather. That 
lias now giveu place to summer weather, and 
no one knows what the next few days 
may 
tiring 
forth. 
Even 
among 
the 
workmen and attendants there is already 
discernible a great tendency to diarrhoea and 
dysentery. The men are living principally 
upon salt meat, and there is a lack of vege­ 
tables. I have been here since Sunday and 
have not lasted fresh meat but once. I am 
only one of many. Of course, the worst 
has passed for the physicians, as our arrange­ 
ments are now perfected and each corps will 
be relieved from time to time. Twenty more 
physicians arrived from Pittsburg this morn­ 
ing and many of us will be relieved to-day.

than there is now.” Dr. B. L. Sihbel, of the 
State Board of Health, is in charge of sani­ 
tary headquarters. “ We are u-dng every 
precaution known to science.” said be this 
morning, “ to prevent the possibility of an 
epidemic. Our labors here have not been 
confined to any particular channel, but have 
lieen extended in various directions.” 
Bodies are being recovered all the time, 
but not in the large number of the first few 
days. Last night a number of ghouls, who 
were wandering amid the wreck ou evil intent, 
were arrested. This morning they were 
given the choice of imprisonment or going to 
work at $2 a day, and they promptly chose 
the latter. A victim of the flood has been 
rescued from the wreck alive. She is Mrs.

Mrs. Stautler was lying iu a cavity beneath a 
pile of beams.

The officials are getting aloug well in tbeir 
work and very little tendency to lawlessness 
is observed.

Within an hour after their airival they had 
established a bureau and were receiving the 
cliiidten and babies that iiad been orphaned 
by the flood and flames.

Giant powder was used to blow up 
buildings in hope of slaying the progress of 
tlie flames, but to no effect, it is reported 
that two men have been lynched for stealing. 
S an F rancisco, June 7.—The Examiner's 
report of the Seattle tire says: About 3 P. m .. 
yesterday, some turpentine caught fire in the 
basement of a two story fíame building on 
the south-west corner of Front and Madison- 
streets. The building, which was owned by 
Mrs. Margaret J. Pontius, and the first story, 
which was leased by the Seattle Shoo Com­ 
pany, and the upper floor, occupied by of­ 
fices, was soon ablaze. An alarm was in­ 
stantly turned on and thft#olunteer Fire De­ 
partment responded promptly, but it was im­ 
possible to

against 
the flames. 
Tlws building, like most of 
he others of its kind in ttie business centre, 
was not detached but was a corner one of a 
row of frame buildings, all joined together 
md of various heights.

PRISON REFORM INSTITUTED. 


Gcv. Hill ha s a pproved the Fa ssett prison 
la bor bill. 
It wa s a bitter pill for him, for it 
bea rs the na me of the distinguished Elmira 
Sena tor, the very mention of whom opera tes 
upon him like a dose of poison. 
But the re­ 
form proposed will not injure the liquor 
tra de, hence he wa s under no direct pledge 
to veto it. 
And lie ha s proba bly lea rned tha t 
if he were to go on vetoing every thing tha t 
ha d a reforma tory object, the limit of public 
pa tience might be rea ched a little too soon 
for his convenience a nd sa tisfa ction. 
The Governor’s most pronounced objection 
to the bill is tha t the sy stem of la bor to be, 
a dopted is left to the discretion of the Super­ 
intendent of Prisons, who is a Hill Demo 
cra t. 
No sy stem ca n be selected {which will 
not be objected to by the la bor a gita tors, a nd 
the responsibility will he fixed upon him ­ 
self 
by 
these 
people. 
He 
regrets 
thut 
the 
Republica n 
Legisla ture 
did 
not 
ma ke the selection a nd relieve the Superin­ 
tendent from a very da ngerous duty . 
True, 
a ny selection ma de by the Legisla ture would 
ha ve to be continued for a y ea r, though it 
might result to the injury of the sta te, the 
convicts or outside la bor, a nd need to be dis­ 
continued immedia tely . 
The Governor gives 
a s his rea son for a pproving the bill, a ga inst 
his own inclina tions a nd judgment, the fa ct 
tha t it wa s pa ssed a lmost una nimously . 
The 
people will rejoice tha t he ha s been con­ 
stra ined to a ct decently in this ma tter, for the 
bill is a most a dmira ble reform mea sure, a nd 
promises to do more for the improvement of 
the convict a nd his conversion to a n honest 
life a fter relea se, tha n a ny la w ever ena cted 
by a ny government on the subject. 
This is 
done by dividing the prisoners into cla sses 
a nd giving the corrigible a nd promising ones 
a cha nce to a cquire the knowledge ol a n hon­ 
ora ble occupa tion a lmost equa l to tha t of a p­ 
prentices in industria l esta blishments. 
Work begins immedia tely . 
At Sing Sing 
this morning one hundred convicts were set 
to finishing some stoves which were nea rly 
rea dy la st J uly when work wa s stopped in 
the prisons. 
Others will go to work in the 
la undry . 
After the stoves a re finished the 
ma nufa cture of hollow wa re will be begun. 
At Clinton prison the ma king of clothing is 
to be resumed. 
At Auburn the selected in­ 
dustry is the ma nufa cture of brooms a nd 
horse colla rs. 
But something else will ha ve to be done for 
the prisoners, for which the remova l of Sing 
Sing prison will furnish the opportunity . Let 
the new prison be pla nted in a mounta inous 
region where rocks a nd qua rries a bound, a nil 
where a grea t fa rm ca n be bought for a nom­ 
ina l price, a nd leveled down, fertilized a nd 
tilled, a nd enclosed with a Chinese wa ll by 
the la bor of crimina l ha nds. 
A century 
hence our country will be so crowded if 
the present ra te of increa se continues, tha t 
such la nd will I k? needed. 
The pla n sug­ 
gested would be only a prudent ta king of 
time bv the forelock. 


PROTEC TION BUILT A CITY. 


The city of Anniston, Ala ., conta ined a 
popula tion of 04‘2 in 1880 by ’he census. T o­ 
da y it ha s 12.000 inha bita nts with $1(5,000,- 
0o0 of invested ca pita l. 
Over 4,000 la borers 
a nd a rtisa ns a re on the pa y rolls of its indus­ 
tria l esta blishments. 
The grea t industry of 
the city is iron ma nufa cture. 
The cost of 
ma king pig iron is $12 a ton, of which $11.50 
goes to la bor, the cost of the ra w ma teria l in 
the ea rth being only 50 cents. 
From pig iron 
na ils a re ma nufa ctured worth $65 a ton, or 
pipe worth $30 a ton. 
Anniston conta ins the 
fa cilities for ma nufa cturing 400 tons of pig 
iron a da y , a nd will convert it on the spot 
into na ils, pipe, ca r wheels, boiler pla te, etc. 
Pla nts for the ma nufa cture of edged tools, 
hollow wa re, spa des a nd picks a re being la id, 
a nd in a little while will double the wea lth, 
popula tion a nd prosperity of the town. 
The people live in nea t a nd a ttra ctive 
houses, surrounded with ga rdens a nd flow­ 
ers, a nd those indispensa ble institutions of 
Ya nkee life, school houses a nd churches, 
a bound. 
The fa rmers in the a dja cent coun­ 
try ha ve given up the cotton crop a nd their 
old dependence on a foreign ma rket, a nd a re 
growing gra in, ca ttle, hogs, fowls, vegeta ­ 
bles, fruit, milk a nd butter. 
Within the la st 
five y ea rs the fa rms for miles ha ve doubled 
a nd qua drupled in va lue, while in the sub­ 
urbs their .va lue is multiplied fifty times. 
The highla nds on the north, two miles dis­ 
ta nt from the business centre, a re worth 
$1,000 a n a cre. 
This a ccount we condense from the A t. 
la nta Co nstitutio n, a Democra tic pa per edited 
by the distinguished ora tor,Henry W .Gra dy . 
The fa cts seem to ca rry their own comment. 
The town owes its crea tion a nd growth 
w holly to the protective ta riff, which shuts 
out foreign competition a nd pla ces our iron 
ma nufa cturers in control of the home ma rket.

PRISON REFORM INSTITUTED. 


Gov. H ill Las approved the Fassett prison 
labor bill. 
It was a bitter pill for him , for it 
bears the nam e of the distinguished Elmira 
Senator, the very mention of w hom operates 
upon him like a dose of poison. 
But the re­ 
form proposed will not injure 
the liquor 
trade, hence he was under no direct pledge 
to veto it. 
A nd he has probably learned that 
if he were to go on vetoing everything that 
had a reform atory object, the lim it o f public 
patience m ight be reached a little too soon 
for his convenience and satisfaction. 
The Governor's most pronounced objection 
to the bill is that the system o f labor to be, 
adopted is left to the discretion o f the Super­ 
intendent of Prisons, who is a Hill Demo, 
crat. 
N o system can he selected Jwliich wilt 
not be objected to by the labor agitators, and 
the responsibility will be tixed upon him ­ 
self 
by 
these 
people. 
H e 
regrets 
that 
the 
Republican 
Legislature 
did not 
make the selection and relieve the Superin­ 
tendent from a very dangerous duty. 
True, 
any selection made by the Legislature would 
have to be continued for a year, though it 
m ight result to the injury of the state, the 
convicts or outside labor, and need to be dis­ 
continued imm ediately. 
T he Governor gives 
as his reason for approving the bill, against 
his own inclinations and judgm ent, the fact 
that it was passed almost unanim ously. 
The 
people w ill rejoice that he has been con­ 
strained to act decently in this matter, for the 
bill is a m ost admirable reform measure, and 
prom ises to do more for the im provem ent of 
the convict and his conversion to an honest 
life after release, than any law ever enacted 
by any governm ent on the subject. 
This is 
done by dividing the prisoners into classes 
and givin g the corrigible and prom ising ones 
a chance to acquire the know ledge ol an hon­ 
orable occupation almost equal to that of ap­ 
prentices in industrial establishments. 
• W ork begins im m ediately. 
A t Sing Sing 
this m orning one hundred convicts were set 
to finishing some stoves w hich were nearly 
ready last Ju ly when work w as stopped in 
the prisons. 
Others will go to work in the 
lnuudry. 
A fter the stoves are finished the 
m anufacture of hollow ware w ill be beguu. 
At Clinton prison the m aking o f clothing is 
to be resum ed. 
At Auburn the selected in­ 
dustry is the manufacture of 
brooms and 
horse collars. 
But som ething else will have to be done for 
the prisoners, for which the rem oval of Sing 
Sing prison will furnish the opportunity. Let 
the new prison be planted in a mountainous 
region where rocks and quarries abound, and 
where a great farm can be bought for a nom­ 
inal price, and leveled dow n, fertilized and 
tilled, and enclosed with a Chinese wall by 
the labor o f criminal hands. 
A century 
hence our country will be so crowded if 
the present rate of increase continues, that 
such land w ill be needed. 
T he plan sug­ 
gested w ould be only a prudent taking of 
tim e by the forelock. 


als are over. 
The city w ill be quicklv re 
built, but I he homes will be lacking. 
It will 
be a city of childless widowers and boarding 
houses. 
A painful scene is anticipated when the 
Cambria Iron Company announces pay day 
for the wages that were due aud to Ijc paid 
on the Saturday after the flood.

T he city of Anniston, 
A la., contained a 
population of 942 in 1880 by 'lie census. Tc 
day it has 12.000 inhabitants w ith $10,000,- 
0O0 of invested capital. 
Over 4,000 laborers 
and artisans are on the pay rolls of its indus­ 
trial establishm ents. 
The great industry of 
the city is iron manufacture. 
T he cost of 
m aking pig iron is $12 a ton, o f which $11.50 
goes to labor, the cost of the raw- material in 
the earth being only 50 cents. 
From pig iron 
nails are m anufactured worth $65 a ton, or 
pipe worth $30 a ton. 
A nniston contains the 
facilities for manufacturing 400 tons of pig 
iron a day, and will convert it on the spot 
into nails, pipe, car wheels, boiler plate, etc 
Plants for the m anufacture o f edged tools, 
hollow ware, spades and picks are being laid 
and in a little while w ill double the wealth 
population and prosperity- of the town. 
T he people live in neat 
and attractive 
houses, surrounded with gardens and flow 
crs, and those indispensable institutions of 
Y ankee life, schoolhouses 
and churches 
abound. 
T he fanners in the adjacent coun 
try have given up the cotton crop and their 
old dependence on a foreign m arket, and are 
grow ing grain, cattle, hogs, fow ls, vegeta 
bles, fruit, m ilk and butter. 
W ithin the last 
live years the farms for m iles have doubled 
and quadrupled in value, w h ile in the sub 
urbs their .value is m ultiplied fifty times 
T he highlands on the north, tw o m iles dis 
tant from the business centre, are worth 
$1,000 an acre.

E xplorations M ade in S outhern C hihuahua 
—H avoc W rought by a W ind Storm —W lutt 
C hief A rth ur, of the R rothcrhood of Loco­ 
m otive Engineer.*, Says—S tate News. 


Lieutenant Sc Iiwatka arrived at Demini;, 
Ncw-Mfcxieo, yesterday.

A new and important faction in railway 
labor circles was created last evening in 
Chicago when the nine delegates who bad 
assembled there linished and ralitied a consti­ 
tution for the future government of three of 
the important railway employes’ associations 
which are thereby federated in one body to 
lie known as the United Order of Railway 
Employes. The constitution, as adopted, is 
the work of a three days’ conference and 
without further ratification by the separate 
bodies it creates the new order. The dele­ 
gates framing it represented the Brotherhood 
of Railway Brakcmeu, the Switchmens’ .Mu­ 
tual Aid Association and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, which associations are 
fused in the new order. 
Every man who can lie utilized, every 
stick of timber available, and all the tact and 
skid at their command is being used by the 
railroad companies in their efforts to reopen 
he broken lines and get the trains once more 
on schedule time iu the Hooded district in 
Pennsylvania. The work is more dillicult 
than lias been expected, and some of the 
roads will be disabled fora week or more. In 
the meantime those companies which are the 
most seriously crippled are fixing up tempo­ 
rary routes over other roads. 
Chief Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Lo 
cotpotive Engineers, says: "Under no condi­ 
tion of circumstances of which I can con­ 
ceive shall 1 ever sanction another strike.”

Lindxley said it was bis finn conviction 
“ that unless the City authorities shall de­ 
mand that the tire of the vehicle shall be:ir 
in width a proper relation to the load sus­ 
tained no good streets can Im* maintained in 
this City over which illest* toads are draw n." 
At the Common Council meeting a week ago 
this 
evening, Alderman 
Dedeiiek 
said : 
" As we have purchased the steam roller and 
intend to put the road-beds of the City streets 
in proper condition for ordinary us**, I move 
that itll wagons carrying from one* and a half 
to two and a half tons use a three inch tire 
and those carrying two anda half to live tons 
a four Inch tire; that the matter lie referred 
to 
the Committee on 
Laws and Ordi­ 
nances to report 
an 
ordinance to that 
effect with a penalty of $23 for each viola­ 
tion of the sam e.” 
Altleiman Coutnnt said 
he would second the resolution if Mr. Heil** 
rick would make the lire for all loads over 
live tons six inches. 
The amendment was 
accepted and the resolution was passed by a 
vote of 0 to 5. 
In order to ascertain the views and opinion* 
of tax payers anil practical men iii Ibis City 
in relation to I his subject, which i- of so 
great interest, Tin; Fit K EM i n has interviewed 
a lam e nurnlxr of citizens on the question. 
The sentiment is all one way and that is that 
an ordinance regulating the width of tires 
should Im* passed. 
What some of those in 
ttrviowed had to say is annexed: 
Mil hat I J. Madden— I certainly nm in fa­ 
vor of anything for tilt* betterment of the 
streets of the City. 
I paid $4U0 a* a special 
assessm en t for improving Union-avenuc. The 
avenue is now in a I at! condition, and much 
of the result is due to the cutting of the 
wheels of wagons carrying 
extraordinary 
loads. 
I think wide tin s will not tin away 
entirely with tin* results of drawing too 
heavy loads, but ii would help greatly. 
I am 
iii favor of un ordinance in relation to wide 
tires. 
A. S. Staples—I think that Willet ires would 
keep the streets from being cut up. 
Stone 
teamsters appear to think they can drive only 
in ruts. 
I instruct my drivers to keep out of 
them. 
Sncli driving always keeps the roads 
in bad condition. 
On rile brickyards we uw* 
curt* with tires just three inches wide, anti 
draw 3,500 |xtiiiuls easily over clay and sand, 
I think wide tires would lx* of advantage to 
all w ho ilo heavy teaming. 
The special 
segment of I lion avenue improvement exist 
lilt* $700, and I have m!-o paid a large -(«*e isil 
assessmi ut on Hasbrouck avenue, and boti 
those thoroughfare* are in twill shape to day 
About the lime the Union avenue improve 
ment wa* math*, anil which for ti time was of 
tx n**tlt to the people of Ulster aud nth 
counties, of all those who paid 75 |» r en 
of the entire cost, only seven owned hor-es 
which were used for light or pleasure tlriv 
ing. 
J. G Lind-ley—I understand that Dine of 
the blue stone dealers object lo taring obliged 
to use wide tires on the City streets.

unreasonable. 
They have their ow n road t< 
Wilbur and if they want to use the narrow 
lire let them keep on it, and transfer the! 
stone ny water to other |xiints. 
The expense 
will In* fur less than the destruction of th 
streets of tin* City, and who are tauter atilt 
lo pay for it than the stone deniers. 
Th 
City has paid too much already tor [m itt. 
North Front and Wall streets for their 
commodation lo now la* subject to (lie eon 
stunt danger of injury to Union avenue aud 
other streets.

Legislature, liefon* Kingston City was incur 
porutcd, a bill was draw n bv one of my 
iii fluent* and presented by me in reference to 
w ide tires for wagons drawing heavy loud:

teamsters, in passing through the Cli v. list 
the natural avenues of travel ami vet if the 
stone teamster* should passover "T h e H ill,”

street, and should thus destroy all the work 
done there, I don’t lielieve I could gaze upon 
their actions with a projx r degree of com­ 
placency.

Charities Aid Association met In regular 
quarterly session on Thursday afternoon in 
St. Peter’s Rectory, Rosendale.

Ix-rs present were Cornelius Hardenbcrgh, 
Louts Bevier and Miss Ilardenbergh, of 
Marbletown: Jervis McEntcc, Augustus AV. 
Reynolds, Dewitt Roosa, C. F- Cantino, 
John Forsyth,F. A. Westbrook and the Misses 
Slmfeldt, P. B. Forsyth and Dr. Sara Mc- 
Kutoe. of this City, and Mrs. E. C. Wood 
and the Rev. John J . Gleason, of Rosendale. 
Before proceeding to tlie business of the 
meeting

were elaborately 
dined, their host being the Rev. Mr. ^Rea­ 
son. 
The meeting was called to order by Je r­ 
vis McEntcc, the First Vice-President. 
A. 
VV. Reynolds, Chairman of rite Committee 
(.it Jail, reported having paid regular visits 
to the County Jail. 
The jail now contains 
13 [iris titers, only three of w hom are charged 
w ith any serious offense. 
The health of the 
prisoners is good.* The Sheriff had informed 
him that iii regard to the matter of gratings 
over windows he had no power to remedy 
the defect unless given authority by the 
Bourd of Supervisors. 
Mr. Reynolds con­ 
cluded his report by m aking un earnest ap­ 
peal for donations of reading mailer for tile 
use of rite prisoners. 
Magazines would bo 
particularly acceptable. 
Atty persons hav­ 
ing old magazines or other reading mul­ 
ler that they are w illing to donate can for­ 
ward the same to either Mr. Reynolds or to 
Forsyth A: Wilson, Kingston. 
Atty kind of 
games would abo tx* r* eplnble. 
L. Bevier, of the Committee on 
Poor 
House, reported the result of his observa­ 
tions on several visits to the County Poor 
House. 
As the full Committee had held no 
meeting, the report was an informal one, and 
no definite action was taken on it, although 
it occasioned considerable discussion. 
The 
number of insane inmates is now 65. 
All 
are in good health. 
There ure no violent 
cases. 
The re has been a decided improve­ 
ment 
in 
the 
matter of 
attendants, of 
whom there are now four lx**ides the Stijx r 
inlcndenl aud his u-sixlant. 
As an attenuant 
sleeps in eat It ward, aud the Superintendent 
is within easy call iii case he is needed, Mr. 
Bevier could see no great risk in there luring 
no regular night attendants. 
A eliunge for 
the better has been made in the furniture* of 
the dormitory, iron lied steads having re 
placed the wooden ones formerly in use. Tile 
only patient in tinv* way violent is one wo­ 
man, who has a mania for destroying her 
clothing. 
In answer to questions from vari 
ohs memhcis Mr Bevier stated that all of the 
atli (alants were sane persons, and tlint one 
of them bad had pre vious experience iii the 
( are of rite insane at Blackwell’s Island.

the course of 20 year* Ulster County had bad 
only three of its chronic in-ane patients dis­ 
charged Ai rex! from the State a-}’lums.

the violent eases that were at the Asylum, 
two had t w-< * it sent to Willard Asylum and 
the remaining six were now quiet.

-p< aker stated that in his opinion the autbor- 
i'ii s at the State asylums wattled to break up 
the County system, and, w henever they bad 
an opportunity to do so, magnified the short­ 
coming* of that system. 
Miss M( Eaten, of the Alms House Com ­ 
mittee, reported that that institution was 
working so well that it had been unnecessary 
to visit it of late.

Mr. Cimline said that no visiting committee 
could, in the course of a call of two or three 
hours, learn much about the real life of the 
inmates of any institution.

At the 
last meeting of the Common Council $3,200 
were voted for a steam road roller. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the streets will soon be put in

order.

T h e F r e e m a n last week the Hon. Jam es G. 
indsley said it was his linn conviction 
‘ that unless the City authorities shall de­ 
mand that the tire of the vehicle shall bear 
in width a proper relation to the load sus- 
ained no good streets can be maintained in 
this City over which these loads are draw n.” 
At the Common Council meeting a week ago 
this evening, Alderm an 
Dederick 
sa id : 
As we have purchased the steam roller and 
intend to put the road-beds of the City streets 
n proper condition for ordinary use, I move 
that all wagons carrying from one and a half 
to two and a half tons use a three inch tire 
and those carrying two and a half to live tons 
a four-inch tire; that the m atter be referred 
to 
the Committee on 
Laws and O rdi­ 
nances to report 
an 
ordinance to that 
effect with u penalty of $25 for each viola­ 
tion of the sam e.” 
Alderm an Coutant said 
he would second the resolution if Mr. Dede­ 
rick would make the lire for all loads over 
five tons six inches. 
The am endm ent was 
accepted and the resolution was passed by a 
vote of 9 lo 5. 
In order to ascertain the views and opinions 
of tax-payers and practical men in this City 
iu relation to this subject, which is of so 
great interest, T ite F r e e m a n has interviewed 
a large num ber of citizens on the question. 
The sentiment is all one way and that is that 
in ordinance regulating the width of tires 
should be passed. 
W liat some of those in­ 
terviewed bad to say is annexed: 
Michael J. Madden—1 certainly am in fa­ 
vor of anything for the betterm ent of the 
streets of the City. 
I paid $400 as a special 
assessment for im proving Union-avenue. The 
avenue is now in a bad condition, and much 
of the result is due to the catting of the 
wheels of wagons carrying 
extraordinary 
loads. 
I think wide tires will not do away 
entirely with the results of draw ing ton 
heavy loads, but it would help greatly. 
lain 
in favor of an ordinance in relation to wide 
tires. 
A. S. Staples—I think that wide tires would 
keep the streets from being cut up. 
Stone 
teamsters appear to think they can drive only 
in ruts. 
I instruct my drivers to keep out of 
them. 
Such driving always keeps the roads 
in bad condition. 
On the brickyards we use 
carts with tires just three inches wide, and 
draw 3,500 pounds easily over clay and sand. 
I think wide tires would be of advantage to 
all who do heavy teaming. 
The special as­ 
sessment of Union-avenue improvement cost 
me $700, and 1 have also paid a large special 
assessment on Hasbrouek-avemie, and both 
those thoroughfares are iu bad shape to-day. 
About the time the Union avenue im prove­ 
ment was made, and which for a time was of 
benefit to the people of Ulster and other 
counties, of all those who paid 75 per cent, 
of the entire cost, only seven owned horses, 
which were used for light or pleasure driv­ 
ing. 
J. G Lindsley—I understand that some of 
the blue stone dealers object to being obliged 
to use wide tires on the City streets. 
Tins is 
unreasonable. 
They have tlieir own road to 
W ilbur and if they want to use the narrow 
tire let them keep on it, and transfer their 
stone by water to other points. 
The expense 
will be far less than the destruction of the 
streets of the City, and who are better able 
to pa}- for it than the stone dealers. 
The 
City has paid too m uch already for paving 
North Front and W all-streets for tlieir ac­ 
commodation to now be subject to tiie con­ 
stant clanger of injury to Union-avenue and 
other streets. 
The Common Council should 
say : Keep on the tram way or 
use wide 
tires. 
I \ J. Flynn—I have always believed a wide 
tire would be bette r for the City streets and 
Ulster County roads. 
When I was in the 
Legislature, before Kingston City was incor­ 
porated, a bid was drawn by one of m y con­ 
stituents and presented by me in reference lo 
wide tires for wagons drawing heavy loads 
in Ulster County. 
As soon as the stone deal­ 
ers and quarrym eu anil teamsters beard of the 
presentation of the bill they brought such a 
pressure against it that it was w ithdraw n or 
at least was never reported. 
Jam es L. VanDeusen—I am in favor of a 
four-inch 
tire. 
Union-avenue, the main 
thoroughfare, should not be ruined. 
John Derrenbacher—I think wide tires 
would be a great advantage. 
W hen I was a 
member of the Common Council there was 
much said about the matter and Alderman 
George Bug introduced a resolution in favor 
of wide tires, which was passed, but tiie stone 
men made such a fuss about it that at the 
next meeting the resolution was rescinded. 
John McEntee — When there were turn­ 
pikes between A lbany and New-York City, 
before so much freighting was done by rail­ 
roads and steam vessels, there were large 
vehicles used in transporting freight that 
were called Caucstota wagons. These wagons 
had very large tires because tlieir drivers 
knew they were the best for heavy loads. 
These wagons did s > much to make the turn­ 
pikes better and sm oother that they weie es­ 
pecially exempted from paying toll. 
I am 
sure wide tires would be as well for quarry- 
men's use as for other teaming. 
Friction 
does not increase w ith the amount of surface. 
It is the weight that makes friction. It takes 
no more force to move a blunt pencil across 
a piece of paper than a sharpened one and 
perhaps less. 
1 think it would be well to in­ 
duce one of the stone teamsters to make a 
practical test of the wide tire. 
A. McMillan—I think the stone business is 
a legitimate industry and should be fostered 
and encouraged in every way possible as it is 
one of the industries of our County. 
All 
teamsters, in passing through the City, use 
the natural avenues of travel and yet if the 
stone teamsters should pass over “ The H ill,” 
where a number of tax payers 
recently paid 
75 per cent, of a special assessment for m ac­ 
adamizing and improving the road-bed of the 
street, and should thus destroy all the work 
done there, I don’t believe I could gaze upon 
their actions with a proper degree of com ­ 
placency. 
The stoue teamsters tell me they 
can’t get along in the woods with wide tired 
wagons and would be compelled to unload 
and reload. 
I remember being on a visit to a 
farmer one time when another farm er came 
to bis bouse and said: “ I want to borrow 
that wagon of yours with wide tires 
1 want 
to draw a load down in the swam p.” I think 
that a wngou that would be suitable on 
swampy ground could easily be used on 
quarry grounds. 
T he worst feature for the 
teamsters is that they have, with their narrow 
tires, cut grooves several inches deep in the 
stones on one ot the roads they use and the 
wide tires will not “ track” in the grooves. 
Tbis,however,goes far to show that a narrow 
wagon-tire that will cut through solid Ulster 
blucstone wili cut Ihrougli any pavement that 
could he put on the avenues of this City. 
I 
would be sorry to sec the teamsters put to 
auv expense, as.they are generally poor men. 
John M. Mayer—T think wide tires on 
wagons would be better than that new steam 
road machine. 
I suppose that the machine 
will bo exhibited as a curiosity for a year or 
two and then fall into the hands of the dealers 
in old Iron. 
Instead of having the maohine 
busy and 25 men constantly employed on the 
streets, probably about eight men are em ­ 
ployed and the result is but little is doue. 
I 
E 
airi $160 for a special assessment to improve 
iasbrouck-avenue which to-day is one of 
the worst thoroughfares in the City. 
Henry Koltz—T he expense of changiug 
the tires of a heavy stone wagon, if done in a 
first-class manner, would be about $30. 
The 
tires now used arc tw o inches wide and one 
inch thick. 
Tiies three and one-quarter 
inches wide would be*fiY’c-eighths of an inch 
tbicK. 
In the old country teamsters are 
compelled to use very wide tires by law and 
the result is good roads. 
Abraham W ood—J think the condition of 
Union-avenue js a burning shame. 
it cost 


me $600 wheu the speti d assessment was 
made and w hat was then done is now ren­ 
dered almost n-.eless by the cutting of the 
wheels of the stout* wagons. 
1 think the use 
of wide tires would help to keep the road­ 
way in better order. 
In addition to the in­ 
jury the stone wagons do, their drivers have 
not the nroper regard for the rights of people 
on the highway. 
Most of the other teamsters 
take the right side of the ear track going 
down the avenue and the right side coming 
up, but the stoue men take just whichever 
side they prefer and other drivers have to 
drive right across the car track in passing or 
meeting them. 
liC.vis I. Patcliio, who in addition to being 
proprietor of a liverv-stable, has had much 
experience in driving two and four horse 
teams, said : I remember when Mr. Lord, in 
Snyder llollow —one of the roughest places 
for teaming in Ulster County—made all his 
teamsters use wagons with wide tires. 
The 
result was they could do more work and ihe 
roads were improved. 
Many teamsters said, 
when the l ister & Delaware Plank Road w as 
built, that if large tires had been used,oil 
wagons it would have saved the Company 
much expense. 
The narrow-tired wheels cut 
into tiie planks like a knife-blade; they were 
soon worn out an ! new ones were necessary. 
The result was some portion of the road was 
constantly out of repair and it was not a pav­ 
ing investment. 
In the lumber and logging 
camps in M r'ne wide tires are the only ones 
used. 
1 believe the Common Council should 
pass an ordinance in relation to wide tires. 
It is nonsense lo say it is impossible. 
I cer­ 
tainly think wide tires would greatly improve 
Ulster County roads and the maiu thorough­ 
fares in this City. 
"William J. Kent—I think wide tires on the 
wagon wheels of the stone teamsters and 
others draw ing loads of more than two tons 
would not only be a help in kcepingllic road 
beds of the City in order but also make the 
roads in Ulster County better. 
When a boy 
1 lived in Manchester, Vermont. There were 
at that time four firms engaged in quarrying 
aud m arketing marble in the place. One firm 
had a large wagon which had been made for 
the purpose of carrying the heaviest marble 
" blocks ” and to it was hitched two or more 
teams as necessity required. The wagon was 
made to order in Beunington. aud the maker: 
induced the marble men to allow them to pit 
tires upon it which were four inches wide 
One day a wagon used by a teamster for loads 
of from two to four tons we:gl t was out of 
repair and he hitched his one team to the 
large wagon and 
usul it. 
The teams 
ter soon discovered that his team could draw 
easier with ti e wide-tired wagon than with 
the one he had been using. 
After he bad 
run it for several days his employer said 
"W hy don’t you hitch on to your own wagon 
it lias been fixed. 
There’s u > need of m ak­ 
ing the horses draw that heavy wagon ” The 
teamster replied that he had found out he 
could do more with the “ big w agon” than 
with his own, and as long as it wasn’t 
qnircd for “ blocks” he would prefer to use 
it instead of the one he had been usin 
This fact soon became known to all the m ar­ 
ble quarrym eu and in a few years every 
wagon in the town, used in carrying marble 
had four inch tires and the roads were soon 
greatly improved. 
1 also know that farmers 
who are particular about their land, use carts 
that have a wide tire. 
W. J. T urek—I dearly love to vide o: 
smoo'li road but iathcr than see the stone 
teamsters put to the expense of altering their 
wagons, I would be willing to pay another 
special assessment. 
These men have to work 
hard for their living. 
They ean only make 
but one trip a day and it is to their interest to 
put on all the load they ean. 
A. N. Barnes—By all means an ordinance 
in reference to wide tires should he passed by 
the Common Council.

The Ulster County Branch of the State 
Hinrilies Aid Association met in regular 
quarterly session on Thursday afternoon in 
St. Peter’s Rectory, Roscudale. 
The mem­ 
bers present were Cornelius Hardenbcrgb, 
Louis Bevier and Miss Hardenbergh, of 
Mnrbletown; Jervis McEntee, A ugustus W . 
Reynolds, D eW itt Roosa, C. F- Cantine, 
John Forsyth,F. A. W estbrook and the Misses 
Shufeldt, P. B. Forsyth aud Dr. Sara Mc- 
Eutee. of this City, and Mrs. E. C. Wood 
and the Rev. John J. Gleason, of Rosendale. 
Before proceeding to the business of the 
meeting 
the 
members 
were elaborately 
dined, their liost being the Rev. Mr. R e a ­ 
son. 
The meeting was called to order by Je r­ 
vis McEntee, the First. Vice-President. 
A 
W. Reynolds, Chairman of the Committee 
on .Tail, reported having paid regular visits 
to the County Jail. 
The jail now contains 
15 prisoners, only three of whom are charged 
with any serious offense. 
The health of the 
prisoners is good.* The Sheriff had informed 
liim that in regard to the m atter of gratings 
over windows he had no power to remedy 
the defect unless given authority by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
Mr. Reynolds con­ 
cluded his report by m aking an earnest ap­ 
peal for donations of reading m atter for the 
use of the prisoners. 
Magazines would be 
particularly acceptable. 
Any persons liav 
ing old magazines or other reading m at­ 
ter that they are willing to donate can for­ 
ward the same to either Mr. Reynolds or to 
Forsyth & Wilson, Kingston. 
Any kind of 
games would also be e< ?eptable. 
L. Bevier, of the Committee on 
Poor 
House, reported the result of his observa­ 
tions on several visits to the County Poor 
House. 
As the full Committee had held no 
meeting, the report was an inform al one, and 
no definite action was taken on it. although 
it occasioned considerable discussion. 
The 
number of insane inmates is now 65. 
All 
are in good health. 
There ure no violent 
cases. 
Tin re has been a decided improve­ 
ment 
in 
the 
m atter of 
attendants, of 
whom there are now four besides the Super­ 
intendent and liis assistant. 
As an attendant 
sleeps in each ward, and the Superintendent 
is within easy call in case he is needed, Mr. 
Bevier could see no great risk in there being 
no regular night attendants. 
A change for 
the better has been made in the furniture of 
the dormitory, iron bed steads having re­ 
placed the wooden ones form erly in use. The 
only patient in any way violent is oue wo­ 
man, who has a mania for destroying her 
clothing. 
Iu answer to questions from vari­ 
ous membeis Mr. Bevier stated that all of the 
attendants were sane persons, and that one 
of them had had previous experience in the 
rare of the insane at Blackwell’s Island. 
Iu 
the course of 20 years Ulster County had bad 
only three of its eluonic insane patients dis­ 
charged ffured from the State asylums. 
Of 
the violent eases that were at the Asylum, 
two had been sent to W illard Asylum and 
the remaining six were now quiet. 
The 
speaker stated that in his opinion the author- 
i'.ies at the State asylums wanted to break up 
the County system, and, whenever they had 
an opportunity to do so, magnified the'short­ 
comings of that system. 
Miss McEntee, of the Alms House Com­ 
mittee, reported that that institution was 
working so well that it had been unnecessary 
to visit it of late. 
C. F. Camiue reported having appeared be­ 
fore a Committee of the State Legislature in 
behalf of a bill advocated by the Association 
providing for general asylums for the care of 
insane. 
The bill had passed the Senate but 
failed by two voles of passing the Assembly. 
This fact, Mr. Cantine held, m arked a very 
decided change in public opinion, for when 
t’ <! same bill was before the last Legislature 
it received oniy six votes in the Senate and 
20 in the Assembly. 
In another year he 
opined a bill would be passed that would pro­ 
vide for the care of the insane on a scientific 
basis. 
The present system had proved im ­ 
practicable as the medical attendance and the 
Superintendants were in a m ajority of cases 
found to he totally incompetent. 
In 1857 the 
State look charge of the m atter and expended 
millions for buildings, etc. Then begun an era 
of parsimony not commendable to the people 
ot ihe Stale and the act was passed permit­ 
ting the State Board of Charities to exempt 
couuties from the provisions of the general 
law and permit them tocare for their own in 
sane. 
“ Under that law we are rapidly drift­ 
ing hack to the old system which, as it was 
imperfect then, there is no reason to he pre­ 
sumed it is perfect now. 
The burden on this 
County is a heavy one, owing to the large 
number of its insaiie, but the County should 
have weighed well in advance the compara­ 
tive cost of the two systems. 
The Couuty 
should have gone slower. 
Although the 
County may do as well as the State, it will 
cost more to 
keep pace 
with 
the State 
than it would to allow the State to care for 
the patients. ” 
Mr. Bevier spoke in advocacy of the pre­ 
sent County system. 
“ You could talk to me until you are 150 
years olil and you couldn’t convince me that 
’Sile’ Saxton is competent to care lor the in- 
saue.” said Mr. Cantine. 
, .“ Mr. Saxtou has had charge of the insane 
for two years, and if he lias made auy mis­ 
take we would know something about it by 
this tim e,” rejoined Mr. Bevier. . 
Air. Cantine said that no visiting committee 
could, in the course of a call of two or three 
hours, learn much about tbe real life of the 
inmates of any* institution. 
Air. Bevier stated that one of his visits to 
the County House was made at 8 o’clock in 
the morning, and although he was not ex­ 
pected, yet tie foulid everything in order. He 
also de.-ired to state that he had inquired into 
the serious charges preferred at a former meet­ 
ing against the management of the County 
House and had found them groundless, hav­ 
ing orginated from a discharged employee. 
Air. Cant iue stated that he' did not desire 
anything that he had said to be understood 
as an attack on any person: it was the system, 
not the persons engaged in carrying it out, 
that he objected to. 
The Boor House Visiting Committee was 
requested to meet at Stein’s Hotel, in Ncw- 
Pultz, on Thursday, June 20. 
Ou motion of Air. Westbrook the thauks of 
the Association were extended to the Rev. 
Air. Gleason. 
The meeting then adjourned until the first 
Thursday in September, at the Supreme 
Court Chamber in this City, when the annual 
meeting will be held. 
On leaving the members of the Association 
took occasion to express their gratitude to 
their host for the pleasant m anner in which 
he had entertained them while they were his 
guests.
